CONSTITUTION: An elecuod:. 2 fon.i-d integrally with a body is constructed 
in the form of a resilient circular arc-shaped protrusion, on the upper surface 
of which a conductio n pattern 3 is formed. Vertical conduction of a substrate 
1 with another substrate 4 is established by fixedly mounting the upper substrate 
4 such that it presses down the resilient electrode 2. Such vertical conduction 
can be established if necessary only by positioning and fixing without the need 
of a connector, an (»>:lernal parts because of a connector being integrally formed 
with the circuit b« ^rd and without any particular process, thereby assuring 
repeated use of the- captioned capacitor and hence facilitating the exchange 
of substrates and change of the same. 
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
